An estate of $26,000, left bv John 
Neeley, of Waukegan, who . dropped 
dead several weeks ago, is tied up in 
the Lake county, court as the result of 
inability to locate his daughter Annie 
who left Waukegan many years ago 
and whose whereabouts have not been 
known for the past ten years by her 
relatives. 

She, and her step-mother, are the 
only living heirs to the estate and every 
possible effort is being made to deter- 
mine whether she is alive or hot 
. MiBs Neely is about forty years of 
age npw and about five feet six inches 
tall; She has dark hair and it is likely 
tinged with gray now. Her eyes were 
brown. When she left there she 
weighed about 150 or 160 pounds. 

The last heard from the woman was 
when she left for Boston, where she is 
believed to have lived for a time. Her 
last address there was at 20 Summer 
street, but efforts to trace her through 
that address have failed. 

The woman probably does not know 
that her father is dead and that she is 
heiress to part of his estate or she 
would likely return . at once as it is 
stated there is no difference between 
her and other relatives which would 
cause her to remain'away. 

Miss Neeley was "born and raised in 
Waukegan and lived there most of her 
early life, her departure, ten years ago 
being.the first time she had ever left 
home for a long stay. She was well 
known in the city and county. 

Her father was John Neeley, for 
years an engineer on the Northwestern 
railroad and later, a saloon keeper at 
Washington and Sheridan road.

While no hurrah has been made about 
it, Lake county's first and only peat in- 
dustry*, has died a quiet and natural 
death. 

It was called the Illinois Peat Com- 
pany, and planned a location at Grayer 
lake, where an effort was made to inter- 
est the local syndicate in the proposi- 
tion of making briquette?. 

Inquiry by a reporter showed that the 
enterprise has finally come to naught 
duo to the failure of the company to in- 
terest tne local people. 

A big plant was planned for the mak- 
ing of peat bricks, which were to he 
sold for fuel. 

The peat bV»ds on which the company 
depended were those of the "Big Sag" 
and the main acreage of the peat is on 
what is known as the Shanks farm. 
Tests were made of the peat and it was 
pronounced perfectly satisfactory. 

The fact that there is. much peat in 
the county, the main beds being about 
.Grayslake and north of Waukegan near 
the golf grounds has through some 
years past .excited much interest and 
not a little speculation. 

This is increased by the discovery of 
what is described as a new process to 
take peat of a poor, or fair, quality and 
make it into a perfect fuel. The process 
is.an?Indiana one. 

r During the past two years the. Skokie 
drainage systems, the Deerfield drain- 
age system and the network of drainage 
canals in the lake region or in the form- 
ing territory have practically killed off 
any plans to exploit the peat beds. 

The new process, however, has in- 
terested students of ;fuels and their 
value to the people. 

' Officials of the Peat Products Com- 
pany of Lima, O., have just closed a 
deal for the establishment of a 100,000 
plant, to be located near Lakeville, 
Indiana, in the vicinity of South Bend. 
The peat products, which include peat 
fuel, moss litter, gas product, fertilizer 
andfertilzer filler, well be manufactured 
from the earth in the boggy land in the

Yet He Dies in Two Hours From Injuries 
Received In Side 

Monday afternoon: while standing on 
a wagon with four othet' employes, 
guiding a large piece of machinery 'be-;

He had worked at the plant 
some time and Monday was called to 
help the other men load on a wagon 
some machinery at the side of the track. 
The large crane used for moving coal, 
machinery, etc, was called into service, 
the machinery attached and the lifting 
started. 

Five of the men got on the wagon 
to guide the machinery as it was lower- 
ed into the.wagon, to'have it drop in a 
certain position. Attached to the end 
of the cable on the crane, is a coal 
bucket as well as the hook on which 
the machinery is fastened, the hook 
being just above the, bucket The 
bucket as it decerided is what' struck 
Ackerman in the side. He toppled from 
the wagon but soon got up and said he 
was all right 

However the others made him keep 
quiet and called the ambulance and he 
was taken to the hospital. The acci- 
dent happened at four o'clock and at a 
quarter after six he died. He was 
conscious all of the time and his death 
was not expected by any of the attend- 
ants. 

It is believed that he sustained in- 
juries to the spine which did not show 
at first.

The two large corporations which 

have entered the business field in Zion 

City have had their share of trouble 

with some of the fanatical residents of 

the religious community. The North 

Shore Electric company bought the 

equipment of the Zion City electrical 

department December 16, and has since 

been engaged in bringing/the electric 

lighting and power system of the city 

up to the- standard maintained by the 

company throughout the entire system 

it controls. 

As there is not enough business in the 
city at present to justify opening an 
office there, the First State bank was 
made the agent of the corporation with 
authority to cpllect and receipt the bills 
of consumers. The VolivanB, of the 
White Dove city have made a strenuous 
objection to paying their bills at tfce 
bank because it is not run nnd controllt d 
by their beloved general overseer. They 
have asked the company to permit them 
to pay their bills at the office of Voliva's 
private bank which he conducts in his 
store building. 

The officials of the company are ob- 
durate and insist that the objectors 
must either pay their bills at the First 
State bank or else make their remit- 
tance to the Waukegan office of the 
company. The corporation officials take 
the Btandth'at they, cannot recognize ten 
or more factions and accommodate them 
all by appointing their general overseers 
and faction leaders as agents' for the 
collection of bills. They believe in 
treating all alike and insist that the 
place selected is controlled by non- 
partisan management and the Volivaites 
will have to pay their bills at the inde- 
pendent bank.

Owned 
by a Chicago;-, man now in automobile 
business. Purchaser is Hugh O. Mac- 
Caulley. 

It is believed that Hugh 0. McCaulley 
may be back of the first two purchases 
as he positively is back of thethird,. • 
that of the Libal farm. MacCaulley is .3 
a prominent stockman. All that A. F. 
McKoewn will say about the unnamed' 
purchasers of the first two tracts is that . 
they are stockmen. 

It is admitted that a feeding station 
is to be established. It is not stated-, 
whether the land will be used perma- 
nently for this or not.

1. We as wage earners, are willing

.cost of living, particularly the cost of 
meats, which la. prohibitive. 

2. This agitation can best become 
effective by refraining from eating 
meat for a period of 30 days. 

3. If this does not bring the price 
of meat within the means of poor 
people, then we will refrain from eat- 
ing meat for 60 dayB.- 

4. We, citizens, do hereby ask our 
representatives in each councilman's 
district and the legislative bodies to 
keep this agitation uppermost In their 
minds and actions until the result 
manifests Itself. 

' 6. We '." ask the co-operation of all 
persons who are Interested in fair 
play and the future of our otherwise 
prosperous country.

President Taft Sends Special Message to Con T 
gress Recommending Prevention of Land 
Frauds, Control of Water Power, Fos- 
tering of Soils and Kindred Subjects 



Washington, Jan. 14.— Following Js 
the complete text of the special mes- 
■ago on the conservation of tho na- 
. tion's resource's sent to* tho senate 
and house of representatives by Pres- 
ident Taft today:* 

To the Bcnulo and Houb* of Representa- 
tives: 

In my annual menage I reserved the 
subject, of thu conservation of' our na- 
tional ■ resources' for disposition in a spo- 
«!sl. message, as follows: 

In several departments there Is pre- 
sented the necessity, for legislation look- 
ing tp the furthor/ conservation- of our 
national resources, and the subject Is one 
of such Importance as 'to require a more 
detailed and ' extended . 'discussion than 
oan be. entered upon tn this communica- 
tion. For that reason I shall take- an 
early opportunity to send a, special rftea- 
sage to congress on the subject of the 
Improvement of our waterways; upon the 
reclamation and Irrigation of arid, eeinl- 
arld and swamp -lands: upon the preser- 
vation of our forests and the re-fbrestlng 
of suitable areas: Upon the re-ctassinco- 
tlon of tho public domain with a. view of 
separating from agricultural' settlement 
mineral, coal and phosphate lands and 
sites belonging to the. government bor- 
dering pnntrcurns suitable tor the utili- 
sation of water power, 

In 1860 wo had a public domain of 1.05!*.- 
•11,288 acres. We have jnow 73I.3S4.0S1 
acres, confined .largely to- the mountain 
ranges and the arid and seml-arld plains. 
•We have. In addition. 368.035.97S acres of 
land In Alaska. 

Disbursement of Public Lands. 

The public lands were, during the earli- 
est administrations, treated as a national 
asset for tho liquidation of the public 
debt and as a source of reward for our 
soldiers and sailors. Later on they were 
donated In large amounts In aid of the 
construction of wagon ronds and rail- 
ways, In order to open up regions In the 
west then almost inaccessible. All the. 
principal land statutes were enacted more 
thnn a ; quarter of a century jiro. The 
homestead. act, the pre-emption and tim- 
ber-culture net; tho roul land and the 
mining notB were among these. 

The rapid disposition of the public lands 
under the early* statutes, and the. lax 
methods of distribution prevailing, due, t 
think, to the belief that these lands 
should rapidly pass Into private owner- 
ship, gavo rise to the Impression that 
the public domain was legitimate prey 
for the unscrupulous' and that It was not 
contrary to good morals to circumvent 
the -land laws. This prodigal manner of 
disposition resulted In the passing of 
largo areas or valuable land and. many 
of our. national resources Into the hands 
of persona who felt little or no responsi- 
bility for promoting the national wel- 
fare through their development. 
Fraudulent Titles. 

The truth Is that title to millions of 
acres of public lands wns fraudulently 
obtained and that the right to recover a 
large part of such lands for the govern- 
ment long since ceased by reason of stat- 
utes' of limitations. There has doveloped 
In recent years a dee v concern In the* 
public mind respecting the preservation 
and proper use of our natural rosources. 
This has', beon particularly directed 
toward tho conservation of tho resources < 
of the public domain. A vast amount of 
discussion has appeared In the public 
prints In generalised form on this sub- 
ject, but there has been little practical 
suggestion. It. has beon easy to say that 
the natural resources in fuel supply. In 
forests, In water power, and In other 
public utilities, must be saved from 
waste, monopoly, and other, abuses, and 
tho general public is 'In accord with this 
proposition, as they are with most 
truisms. The problem, however. Is how 
to savo and how to utilize, how to non- 
serve and still develop, for no sane per- 
son can contend that It Is for the com- 
mon good that nature's blessings are 
only for unborn generations. 

Noteworthy Reforms. 

Among the most noteworthy reforms 
Initiated by my distinguished predecessor 
wore the' vigorous prosecution of land 
frauds and the bringing to public atten- 
tion of. the necessity for preserving tho 
remaining public domain from further 
spoliation, for the maintenance and ex*. 
tension of our forest rosources, and for 
the enactment of laws amending the ob- 
solete statu tea so as to retain govern- 
mental control over that part of the. pub- 
lic domain In which there. are valuable 
deposits of coal; ot oil, and of; phosphate, 
and, In addition thereto,, to -preserve con- 
trol, .under conditions favorable to the 
public, of the lands along tho streams In 
which the fall of wator can be made to 
generate power' to bo transmitted In the 
form of electricity many miles to the 
point of Its use. known as ''water power"' 
sites. 

The Investigations Into violations of tho 
public land laws and the prosecution of 
land frauds haVo been vigorously con- 
tinued under my administration, as has 
been tho. withdrawal -of coal lands for' 
classification und valuation and tho tem- 
porary withholding of. power sites. Since 
March K y 1909, temporary withdrawals of 
powor sites have been made on .102 
streams and these withdrawals' therefore 
cover 229 per cent, more streams than 
were covcrad by the' withdrawals made 
prior to that date. 

The present: statutes., except so far. 
as they'disposeof the precious metals 
and tho purely agricultural lands, are 
not adapted to carry out the modern, 
view of the best disposition of public 
lands to private ownership, under con- 
ditions offering on the, one hand' sufft-- 
clent Inducement to private capital to. 
tako them over for proper develop- 
ment, with restrictive . conditions on 
tho other which shall secure to the 
public that character, of control, which . 
will prevent a monopoly or mlBUse of 
the lands or their products. The power 
of tho secretary ,'of tho Interior to with-' 
draw from the operation of.' existing 
statutes tracts of land, 1 the disposition 
of which > under such statutes would 
bo detrimental to tho public interests, 
Is not clear or satisfactory. This power 
has been exorcised In; .the Interest of 
the public, .with the hope that congress 
might nfllrm the action of the' execu- 
tive by laws adapted to* the new condi- 
tions. Unfortunately.' congress has not 
thus far' fully acted on /the recommen- 
dations of the executive, and ilie ques- 
tion as to what the executive is to 
do Is under the circumstances^ full of 
difficulty. It scorns to me that It Is 
the duty of congress now, by a statute, 
to validate, the withdrawals which 
nave been made by tho secretary of the 
Interior and the* 'president 'and- to Itso; 
.the secretary of the Interior temporar- 
ily' to withdraw lands pending submis- 
sion tiv congress of recommendations as 



is or 



to', legislation to meet • condition 
emergencies as they arise. 

Properly to Classify Lands. 
- One of the- most pressing: needs In 
the matter of public-land: reform : is, 
that lands should: bo .classified accord- 
ing: to tholr principal value use. This 
ought to be done by that "or department 
whose, force Is beat adapted to that 
work. It should be done by the Inter-, 
lor department through the geological 
survoy,, Much of confusion, fraud, and 
contention which- has existed In" the 
present has arisen from the lack 'of 
an ofliclal and determlnatlvo classifi- 
cation of the public lands .and their 
contents. 

'■! It la. now proposed to dispone of ag- 
ricultural ..lands as r such, and at the 
name time to reserve for other disposi- 
tion the treasure of coal, oil, ssbphal- 
tum. natural gas and phosphate con- 
tained., therein. This may be best ac- 
complished .by separating the right 
to mine from the title to the surface, 
giving the necessary use of so much of. 
/the latter as may.be required for .the 
extraction of the deposits. : The sur- 
face might he diaposed of as agricul- 
tural land under the general agricul- 
tural statutes.' while the coal or other 
.mineral, could bo disposed of by lease 
on a royalty basis, with the provisions 
requiring a certain amount. of develop- 
ment each year; and In order to pre- 
vent the uae and cession of said lands 
With others of similar character: no. as 
to constitute a' monopoly forbidden by 
law. the lease should -contain suitable 
provision subjecting to forfeiture the 
Interest of persons participating in 
such monopoly. Such law should ap- 
ply to Alaska as well as to the United 
States. . / 

Statute Difficult to Frame. 

. It Is exceedingly^ difficult to frame 
a statute to retain government control 
oyor a property to ,be developed by 
private capital tn such a manner as 
to secure the governmental purpoae 
and at the same time not' frighten 
away the investment of the necessary 

i capital.'- Hence, it may bo necessary 
by laws that are really only experi- 
mental to determine' from their prac- 
tical operation ' w.hat la the best 
method of securing the. result nlmed at. 
The extent of the value of phosphate 
Is hardly realized, and with tho need 
that there will be for It as the years 
roll on and "the necessity for fertilis- 
ing the land shall' become more acute, 
thla will boa product which will prob- 
ably attract the greed of monopolists. 
Public Land Along Streams. 

With respect to the public land 
which lies along the. streams offering 
opportunity to convert water power 
'Into transmissible electricity, another 
'Important phase of the public 'land 
question Is presented. There' are val- 
uable' water power sites through all 
the public land states. ,• The opinion 
Is held that the transfer of sovereignty*, 
from the federal government to the 
territorial. governments as they become 
states. Included the water power In 
tho rivers except so far as that owned 
by riparian - proprietors. I do not 
think it. necessary to go Into discussion 
of this somewhat mooted question, of 
law. It seems to me. mi indent to say 
; that the 'man' who owns and controls 
tho land along the stream from which: 
the power Is to.be converted and trans- 
mitted, owns land which Is Indispens- 
able to the conversion and use of that 
power, I cannot conceive how tho 
power In streams flowing through pub- 
lic lands can bo made available at all. 
except by using the land Itself as the 
site for the construction of tho plant 
by which the power Is generated and 
converted and securing a right of way 
thereover for. transmission lines. Un- 
der these condition, If the government 
owns the adjacent land — Indeed. If the 
government Is the riparian owner — it 
may control the uso of the water power 
by Imposing proper conditions, on the . 
disposition of tho Innd necessary In the 
creation and utilisation of the water 
power. 

Value of Water Power. 
The development In electrical appli- 
ances, for. tho conversion of the water 
power Into electricity to be transmitted 
long distances has progressed so far that. 
If Is no longer- problematical, but It Is a 
certain Inference that In the -future the 
power of tho, water falling In the streams 
to a large extent will take the place, of 
natural' fuels. In the disposition of the 
domain already granted, many water 
cower sites 'have come under 'absolute 
ownership, and may drift Into one, own- 
ership, so that ah the water power 'under 
privnie ownership shall be a monopoly. 
If,- however, the water power sites now- 
owned by tho government— and there are 
enough of them— shall be disposed of to 
private persons for the Investment ..of. 
their capital In such a way as to prevent 
their union for .purposes of ..monopoly 
with other" water power sites, and under 
conditions that shall limit the right of uso 
to not oxceedlng. thirty years with renewal 
privileges and some equitable means of 
fixing terms of rental and with' proper 
means for determining a reasonable grad- 
uated rental. It would seem entirely pos- 
sible to prevent the absorption of these 
most; useful, lands by -a power .monopoly. 
As long as the government retains con- 
trol and can prevent their Improper union' 
with other' plants, .'competition must- be 
maintained and prlces.rkept reasonable. 
Solla Must Be Conserved, 
in considering the conservation of the 
natural, resources of -the country, the fea- 
ture that. transcends all others. Including 
woods, waters, minerals, Is the soil of .the 
country. It Is* Incumbent upon -the gov- 
ernment to foster by' all available mean's 
the resources ot the country that produce 
the food of the people. To this end the 
conservation of the soils of the: country 
should be. cared for. with all means at tho 
government's disposal. Their productive 
powers should' have the attention of our. 
scientists, that wo may conserve the new 
soils, Improve the old soils, drain wet 
soils, ditch swamp soils, levee river over- 
flow solla, grow trees on thin soils, pos- 
ture hillside 'Soils'; rotate crops on all 
soils, discover methods for cropping dry 
land soils,, find grasses and' legumes for 
all soils, -feed grains and mill, feeds on 
tho farms where they originate, that the 
soils from .which they .'como may bo en- 
riched, 

A work of tho utmost Importance to In- 
form and Instruct the public on thin chief 
.branch of tho conservation of our re- 
sources Is being carried on successfully 
In tho department ot agriculture; but It 
ought, not to escape public attention that 
state action In addition to that of tho de- 
partment of agriculture fas. for instanco 
In the dralnogo of swamp lands) Is es- 
sential to the best treatment, of the soils 
In tho manner- above Indicated, 
The net by which. In somNarlct parts of 



the public domain; the area of the home-.. 

. stead has beon enlarged from 160.' to • 220 
acres .has resulted most boneflclally In. 
the extension of, "dry farming" and in 

•tho' demonstration which;' has been made 
of the posalbillty, through .-, a variation;. In! 
the' character" and .mode of culture, of 
raising substantial crops .without -the 
presence, of such a supply' of : water 'as, 
has .been! heretofore thought t to, be neces- 
sary for agriculture. , ' . 
: But* there are millions of acres "of com- 
pletely arid land; In: the .^public'** domain, 
which, by', the establishment -of. reservoirs 
for. the storing 'of .water. and the Irri- 
gation of the lands, may be made much 
more fruitful and productive than the 
best lands In a climate where*, the mois- 
ture comes from the cloUds, , Congress, 
recognized the.importanco of, this method 
of artificial distribution of water on. the 
arid, lands by the passage of the reclama- 
tion act The,- proceeds of the public 
lands creates the fund to build the/works 
needed to store and. furnish the neces- 
sary, water, and- It was left to the secre- 
tary of tho Interior to determine what 
projects should be - started among those' 

- suggested . and to direct the- reclamation 
servicer wlth> the funds at hand and 
through the 'engineers In Its employ, to 
construct the works/' 

k. No. one can visit the far west: and , the 
country of arid and seml-arld lands with- 
out. being convinced that thlB Is one of 
tl\e most Important methods. of tho con-. 
nervation of our natural resources- that 

.the. government has entered upon. It 
would appear that oyer 20 projects have 
boen undertaken, and that a few of- 
these are likely to be unsuccessful .be-, 
cause of lack of water,, or. for other rea- 
sons, but generally the work which has 
been done has been well done, and many 
Important engineering . problems have 
been mot and solved. 

Funds Inadequate, for Service. 
One of the difficulties which has 
.arisen Is that too' many'' projects In/ 
view Of the available funds have been 
set on foot The funds available under 
the' reclamation statute are Inadequate 
to complete these projects within . a' 
reasonable time. And' yet tho projects; 
have .been begun; settlers have been 
Invited' to- take up and,- In many ln- 

- stances, have, taken up. tho public, land 
.within the projects, relying upon their 

prompt; completion. The failure' to. 
complete the projects for tholr benefit 
Is,' in • effect, a breach of faith and 
leaves them. In a. roost distressed con- 
dition. I urge that the nation ought 
to afford tho means to lift them' out of 
the very desporate condition In .which' 
they now are. : 

This condition does not Indicate any 
excessive waste or any corruption on 
the part of the reclamation service. It 
only Indicates an over-zealous desire 
to extend tho benefit of reclamation 
to as many acres and as many states 
as possible. I recommend, therefore., 
that authority, bo given to Issue, not 
exceeding- 130,000,000 of bonds from, 
time to .time, as the secretary of the 
Interior shall - find. It necessary, the 
proceeds to be applied to the comple- 
tion' of the projects already begun and 
their 'proper extension, and the bonds 
running ten years or more to be taken 
up by the proceeds of returns to the 
reclamation fund, which returns,} as- 
the years go on. will Increase rapidly 
In 'amount. 

There Is no doubt at all that If 
these bonds were to be allowed to- run" 
ten years: the proceeds from the public' 
landa. together with.' the -rentals for 
water furnished through the completed 
enterprises, would -quickly create a 
sinking fund large enough to retire 
tho bonds within the. time specified. I 
hope that,' While the statute shall pro- 
vide that these .bonds are- to be paid 
out of the reclamation-fund. It will be 
drawn In such a way as to secure in- 
terest at the lowest rate, and that the 
credit of the Unltod States will be 
pledged 'for their redemption. "• 

I urge consideration of the recom- 
mendations .of the .secretary o£ the 
interior in his ' annual report for 
amendments ''of the -reclamation' act, 
proposing other relief for .settlers on 
these projects. 

New Law Requisite. 
Respecting the comparatively small 
timbered areas on the public domain not 
Included In national forests becauso of 
tholr Isolation or. their special value' for 
agricultural or mineral' purposes. It Is ap- 
parent" from tho -evils resulting' by vir- 
tue of the Imperfections or existing laws' 
for the disposition of timber lands that 
the acts of June 3,' lS7fl, should bo re- 
pealed and a. law enacted for the dispo- 
sition of, the timber at public sale, the 
lands after the removal of. the timber to 
be subject to appropriation under the 
agricultural or mineral land laws. 
/.What I have said Is really an epitome 
of the recommendations of the secretary 
of the .Interior In respect to the- future 
conservation of the public domain In his 
present annual report. He has given 
close attention to- the problem of -disposi- 
tion of these lands under such conditions 
as to Invite the private; capital necessary 
to their, development on the one hand, 
and the maintenance, of the 'restrictions 
necessary to prevent monopoly- and. abuse 
from absolute ownership on the other. 
Those recommendations' are Incorporated 
In -bills he haa prepared, and they are at 
the disposition* of the congress." I earnest-. 
ly recommend that .all , the suggestions 
which he haa made with respect to these 
lands shall be embodied In statutes and, 
especially, that the withdrawals i already 
made ahall.be validated. so far as noces- 
sary and that doubt as to the authority. 
of the secretary of the Interior to with- 
draw lands for the'purpose of submitting 
recommendations as to future disposition 
of them whore new legislation Is needed 
shall be made complete and unquestioned. 

Disposition of Forest Reserves. 

The forest - reserves of the United 
States, some, 190.000.000 acres In extent, are 
undor the' control of the department of 
agriculture,, with authority adequate to. 
preserve them and; to oxtend their, growth 
so far as that may be practicable, The 
Importance of the maintenance of our 
forests cannot be exaggerated. The possi- 
bility of a scientific treatment of forests, 
so that they shall 'be made to yield a' 
large return In timber without really re- 
ducing tho supply has been demonatrated 
In other countries, and we should work' 
toward the standard* set by them as far 
as' their methods are applicable to our 
conditions. 

Upwards of four hundred millions acres 
of forest land in thla country are In pri- 
vate ownership, but only three, per cent, 
ot It la, being j treated scientifically and 
with a view to. the" maintenance of the 
forests. Tho part v played by the. forests' 
In the* equalization of the supply of water 
on watersheds la a matter of discussion 
and dispute, but the general. benefit to be, 
derived- by. the public from 'the extension 
of forest landa on watersheds and the 
promotion of the .growth , of trees In 
places' that '-are now denuded and. that. 
once ■ Had great flourishing forests,* goes 
without saying'. -The; control .to. be exer-t 
clsed over '.private owners In their treat- 
ment- of the forests which they 'own. Is si 
matter for state and not national regi*!*-' 
latlon, becauae there Is nothing- In tho 
constitution that authorizes, the federal 
government to exercise any control over 
forests within a state, unless tho forests 
are. owned In a proprietary 'way by the 
federal government. 

Improvement of River. 

1 come now to the Improvement of the 
Inland waterwaya. He would bo 'blind:,' 
Indeed, who did not realize that the peo- 
ple of the far west, and especially those' 
of the Mississippi valley, have -', been 
aroused 'to- tho poed there is for the lnv 
provemeht of our Inlnnd wntbrways. 

Tho Mississippi river, with the Missouri 
on the ono hand and the Ohio on tho 
other, would seem, to offer a great nat- 
ural means of Interstate transportation 
and traffic. How far, -.if properly, improved 







they would relieve. the railroads or sup- 
plement them .in respect to . the ' bulkier 
and cheaper commodities Is a - matter of 
conjecture. '• No enterprise ought to* be : 
undertaken the -cost of which is; not def- 
initely ascertained, and tho benefit* and 
advantage ; of . which are not known and. 
assured by competent engineers and other 
authority. When, however, a. project ' of- 
a definite character, for the, Improvement 
of a waterway.* has ■ been' developed no. 
that the plans have been' drawn, the 'cost 
definitely estimated, and tho traffic' 
which, will be accommodated .Is reason- 
ably/probable I think it Is the duty of 
congress to 'undertake the project and 
make provision therefor in the proper ap- 
propriation bill. 

One of the projects which answers the 
'description. X -have-' given- Is that of Intro- 
ducing dams Into the Ohio river from. 
Pittsburg to Cairo, so as to 1 maintain at 
-.all seasons of the. year, by slack water, 
a depth of nine feet Upward of seven 
of these ..dams have already been con- 
structed and six are under construction, 
while the total required Is fiO.* The re- 
maining .cost Is known to, be $63,000,000./ ' 

It seems to mo that' In the development 
of our Inland Waterways It would be 
wise. to begin, with this particular project 
and carry it through aa rapidly as may 
be, I assume from; reliable Information 
that 1 It can be constructed economically 
In ten. years. I recommend, therefore, 
that the public lands, In river and har- 
bor bills, make provision for continuing 
contracts to complete this Improvement, 
and I shall recommend in the future, It 
It be noceasary, that bonds be Issued to 
carry Jt through. - 

What. has been said of the Ohio river 
Is true In- a less complete way of the im- 
provement of the upper Mississippi from 
St. Paul to St Louis to a constant depth 
of : six feet, and of the Missouri, . from 
Kansas City to St "Louis to a constant 
depth of six feet and from St Louis to 
Cairo of a depth' of eight feet ' These 
projects have been , pronounced practical 
by competent boards of army engineers, 
their cost .has been estimated and there 
Is business which will follow the Im- 
provement 

As these Improvements are being made, 
and the traffic encouraged by ihe'm shows 
Itaelf of sufficient Importance, the 'Im- 
provement - of tho Mississippi beyond 
Cairo down to the gulf, which Is now 
going. on 'with the maintenance of a depth 
of nine feet everywhere,; may be changed 
'to another and greater depth if the neces- 
sity for It shall appear to arise out of the 
traffic which can be delivered on the river 
at Cairo. 

Cheap Rail- Rate Necessary. 

I am informedrthat the Investigation 
by tho waterways commission in Europe 
shows that' the existence of a -waterway 
by no means .assures traffic unless; there 
Is traffic adapted to water carriage, at 
cheap rates at one end or' tho other of 
the stream. . It also' appears In Europe 
that the. depth of the streams Is rarely 
more than six feet and never more thaa 
'nine. -.But.lt la certain that . enormous 
quantities of merchandise are *.5 transported 
oyer the rivers and canals In Germany 
and France. and England, and It la alao 
certain that the existence of- such meth- 
ods of traffic materially affects the ratea 
which the railroads charge, and It Is the 
beat regulator of thoae ratea that we 
have, not . even excepting the. govern- 
mental regulation through the Interstate 
commerce . commission.- For thla reason, 
I hope that this congress will take such 
steps, that It may bo called the Inaugu- 
rator of the new system of Inland water- 
ways. For reaaona which It la not nec- 
essary here - to state, ' congress has sect 
fit to order an Investigation Into the In* 
terlor department and »the forest service 
of. the agricultural department The re- 
suits of that Investigation are not needed 
to determine the value of, and the ne- 
cessity for; the new legislation which I 
have recommended In respect to the pub- 
lic lands and In respect to reclamation. I 
earnestly urge thot the measures bo tak- 
en up snd disposed of promptly .without 
awaiting the Investigation which has been 
determined upon.

United States Consul Frank 
beedmeyer, stationed atCharlottetown, 
reportsjthat in 1901, the last year for 
which census statistics are available 1 , 
Canada had nearly 18,000,000 head of 
poultry, and that in 1900 her' production 
of eggs was over 84,000,000 dozen, val- 
ued at more than $10,275,000. That was 
^en-years ago, and if the figures could 
be compiled now , they would be much 
jarger. 

' Year by year Canada has fewer and 
fewer eggs to spare. In 1904 she ex- 
ported 5, 780,316'dozen, mostly to Great 
Britain, and in 1909 only 558,132 dozen, 
a decrease of 5,222,184 dozen. InVl9(M

Raise More Hens 

The cackle of the hen is ; becoming 
more and more prevalent, not only in 



that its home products falls short of 
supplying its home demands. The Can- 
adian imports of eggs from the United 
States during the same fiscal years were 
as follows: In 1904, 936,917 dozen; in 
1909, 1,102,954 dozen, showing that 
nearly all its foreign egg supply is 
drawn from the United States. 

Prince Edward Island is a, great pro- 
ducer of eggs, the yield in 1909 bejng 
estimated at 4,0,00,000 dozen, of which 
3,000,000 dozen were or will be shipped 
to Quebec and the other maritime prov- 
inces, to England and the United States. 
v The price of eggs has advanced in this 
province during the past ten years from 
'9 cents per dozen in 1900 to 20 cents per 
dozen in 1909. These figures, taken in 
connection with the high prices prevail- 
ing in the United States, show that 
North America comes far short of pro- 
ducing as many eggs as its people could 
consume. Yet the hens are doing nobly, 
the only, trouble being that there ought 
to be a few million more of them'. 

Australia and Bulgaria are going 
more extensively into the poultry busi- 
ness, and Russia is making strides in 
the same direction. In 1899 Russia pro- 
duced 1,686,000,000 eggs and killed for 
food 10,294,000 fowls. In 1909 the num- 
ber' of eggs produced had' increased to 
2,454,000,000, while the number of fowls 



killed decreased to. 2,700,000. The fig-';! Dpll fSTATF TRANSFERS 
ures for 1909 are :P artly estimated, but KC^l.. LO I A I L I l\t .1 * 

they show .that the Russian hen has 
come to be more highly valued for her 
eggs than for her meat. 

The egg problem, in fact, seems to be 
world-wide. The supply, in proportion 
to the demand for consumption, is con- 
stantly decreasing. Eggs, once classed 
as common and cheap food; are rising to 
therank of an expensive luxury. There 
is, of course, only one remedy: Keep 
more hens. They always pay their way,, 
and in the present state of the market 
they are great money-makers^ Clearly, 
the poultry industry is worthly of ex- 
pansion as a source of profit and a 
feeder of the human race. •

Plan for Feed Box. 



The illustration herewith of a feed 
box is self-explanatory and with the 
following list of dimensions should be 
easy to build: The legB are made 
from 4x4'8 34 inches on tho high side, 
sawing a bevel at one end of .12 
inches; the sides are 2x12 inches; the 
length of the box is eight feet The 
bottom is made by Joining seven com- 
mon floor boards, generally using 
fence flooring clear of knots as pos- 
sible. The beBt way to lay the bot- 
tom is to take 16-foot fence boards lay- 
ing the two end 2x4 crosB pieces four 
inches from the end. Across tho cen- 
ter lay two other eight inches npart, 
sawing tho bottom In two to make the 
bottoms for two boxes. The • 2x4 



POTATOES AS 

STOCK FOOD 



When Properly Fed They Are 
Nutritious, and "Very Fatten- 
ing for- Both Cattle 
and Sheep. 











Uncertain What Was Wrong 



(BY W. R. GILBERT.) 
Potatoes owe. their food value prin- 
cipally to their high proportion of car- 
bohydrates, which are found in pota- 
toes in tho form of starch. 

They contain nearly three. times the 
quantity of carbohydrates found in an 
equal weight of turnips. 

Potatoes vary a good deal in com- 
position, not only as regards different 
varieties, but as regards the same va- 
riety grown on different soils. 

Potatoes grown on strong soil con- 
tain more albuminoids than those 
from light land. 

.When they are of this composition 
they are firm when cooked; and are 
said to "have a bone in them." These 
are tho most nutritious class of pota- 
toes. 

Potatoes are more suitable for feed- 
ing pigs than for any other kind of 
stock. 

Their high proportion of starch 
makes it necessary to mix them with 
food of a more albuminoid and fibrous 
character when given to cattle and 
horseB. - 

Unless they are mixed with such 
food they are -liable to produce colic; 
but when fed in proper mixture there 
is no moro fattening food grown on 
the farm than potatoes. 

When the potatoes are^ withdrawn 
the cattle lose in condition at once 
and take some time to make it up 
again. 

When potatoes are diseased It Is 
the albuminoids that decay. Tho 
starch remains unchanged, and if the 
decay has not gone too far potattpes 
that are diseased may be used lor 
stock feeding, but such potatoes 
should never be fed raw. 

If a large number of potatoes are 
found to be touched with disease at 
lifting time they may be cooked, and 
If salted and packed firmly in bar- 



across tho center, which is used for 
supporting tho center of the bottom, 
should bo made of hard wood. Clamps 
go around this 2x4 and over the top 
of the box. Use a 16-Inch, clamp, such 
as commonly used for building hay 
racks; bore through the 2x4, place the 
clamp bottom Bide up over the side of 
the box and draw It up tight The 
lower edgo of the 2x12 used for Bides 
should be placed to a bevel to match 
tho bottom of the box. 

For feeding meal It would be well 
to place a corn crib strip 1x4 Inches 
around the top of tho box: This will 
prevent the wind from blowing the 
meal out, as It projects over on the 
Inside two Inches.

It Pays to Caponlze. 

A capon bears the same relation to 
a rooster as a steer to a bull, and as 
bull meat is not equal to steer meat, 
so are roosters not equal to capons. 

When cockerels become capons they 
cease to grow combs and wattles, do 
not crow. and fight, grow much faster 
and finer flesh and bring more money 
than ordinary chickens. 

If a cock weighs ten pounds a capon 
will weigh 15 nnd bring three to four 
times the price, $125 often being paid 
for 100 capons. 

It certainly pays to caponlze surplus 
cockerels. A set of tools,. with full in- 
structions for using, costs about $2.50 
and only ordinary skill is required. 
W;ith a little practice tho operation 
can bo quickly and safely performed. 

For canonizing, cockerels must be 
less than six weeks old and weigh a 
pound or more. 



Care of Pigeons. 
Though people have an Idea that 
pigeons are very hardy and can bo 
kept with little or no attention, . tho 
facts are that unless their food is of 
good quality, and their bouses are 
kept clean, they are subject to many 
diseases. Pigeons are naturally very 
cleanly, and when allowed their lib- 
erty select only the best food and the 
varieties that please them, but when 
they are confined we must select these 
things for them if we wish to suc- 
ceed.

Although the survey of the past 
year's anti-tuberculosis work shows 
that much has been done, tho reports 
from all parts of the country indicate 
that this year the amount of money to 
be expended, and the actual number 
of patients that will bo treated will be 
more than double that of the past 
year.

Evansville, Ind.— Tho doors of the; 
Citizens' . National bank have been- 
closed, at least temporarily, or until 
the affairs of the bank can bo Investi- 
gated fully by J. C. Johnson, a na- 
tional bank examiner. 

The. bank did not open for business 
Monday and the following sign was 
posted on the front door of tho bank: 

"This bank Is closed temporarily 
by order of tho directors, pending an 
examination of Its affairs. It Is the 
opinion of the directors that the de- 
positors will be. paid In full without 
loss. The affairs of the bank are now 
In the hands of J. C. Johnson, na- 
tional bank examiner." 

It is understood the controller of 
tho currency-will not ■ appoint ^a, re- 
ceiver for the bank- at the present 
time. It Is the opinion of the direc- 
tors that the depositors will be paid 
In full, and it Ib believed the stock- 
holders will be assessed to the. full 
value pf their stock. 

A leading banker of the city said 
he lma* been' reliably Informed that 
the lossos^would wipe out the capital, 
surplus and undivided profits, which 
would make a loss of ?2G7,000. 

Tho action taken by tho directors 
Is the result of nn Investigation pf the 
loans of the bank by tho national 
bank examiner. Mr. Johnson refused 
to discuss the condition of the bank 
In detatll at this time, but-desired to 
be quoted that ho bad examined all of 
the Evansville banks and with the ex- 
ception of the Citizens' found them In 
excellent condition. * 

The suspension of the Citizens' bank 
Is duo, It Is said, to the discovery, pf 
bad loons of * long standing and of 
such an amount as to seriously .Impair 
Its capital. At this time no certain 
estimate of the loss can bo mode, as 
many of the loans now regarded as 
weak may bo collected. 

It Is stated that Capt. S. P. Gillett, 
president of the bank, was a borrower 
to tho amount of $50,000, and that 
William L. Swormstedt, cashier, had 
paper up for $20,000. The legal limit 
to which a national bank officer can 
borrow from his bank is ten per cent. 
Capt. Gillett, however, It Is said, has 
made over his home property to tho 

COURT DENIES WALSH WRIT 

[Only Thing That Can Save Former 

Banker from prison Is Appeal 

to Taft. 



Washington. — It was Chief Justice 
Fuller in person who Monday sent in 
the order that left only nn appeal to 
the president between John R. Walsh, 
the former Chicago banker, and the 
Leavenworth penitentiary. s 

It was merely the terse, formal or- 
der that all the petitions for a writ of 
certiorari had been denied which set- 
tled the banker's fate. No explanatory 
remarks of any kind accompanied It, 
for It. Is not the custom of the su- 
premo court to tell why It denies such 
nppeals. The country Is expectod to 
take it for granted that the reasons 
are sufficient. • _ 

The order 1 of the court goes to tho 
circuit court of appeals ■ at .Chicago, 
and ns^sobn ns it is entered a man- 
date will be sent down to the district 
court, where Walsh was tried, and as 
soon as that is Issued the commitment 
of Walsh will issue, and unless there 
bo an appeal to tho president he will 
be sent at once to Leavenworth. Tho 
effect of the order entered was. that 
tho court declared that Walsh had had 
a fair and impartial trial, ;despito all 
his complaints of prejudice, the admis- 
sion of Improper evidence nnd the 
long briefs of Attorney John S. Miller.

Threat to Blow Up the U.S., Senate

When you leave the train at Nan*" 
kon, 27 miles from Pekln, and make 
your way toward the Great Wall of 
China, says a v wrlter In the Wide 
World Magazine, you proceed along 
a dusty road In summer and a sea of 
mud during the rains. The Journey 
fa on donkeys or In chairs carried by 
coolies. 

In the middle of the Nankon pass 
there Is a Chinese Inn where the cara- 
vans halt The manager oRqtb trav- 
elers- accommodations according to 
Chinese customs, but European beda 
are placed In the dais In the compart- , 
ments, and ft Is even possible to pro- 
cure a bottle of champagne or a glass 
of beer before retiring. 

In fact. In many ways the entorprls* ' 
ing host has an oye for business. He 
hue learned how to mix a cocktail and 
travelers can procure baths. These 
Chinese Inns are found beyond the 
wall on the road to Kalgan, where the 
railway will run, In the near future. 

As you get further inland ^European 
comforts and ' Ideas of civilization de- 
part, but It Is possible almost any- 
where along the, main roads to pur- 
chase soda water. The inns are in- 
variably, built in the' form of a square. 
At one side, distinguished travelers 
and Europeans stop, and opposite the 
coolies and servants live. The chairs, 
carts and wheelbarrows' are always 
placed In the quadrangle.
